Dismissal Motion Denled
Under cross cxamination by
Rippy, Stroh admitted he was
never a member of the fire de-
partment and that his appoint-
ment as Public Safety director
by the council in July did not
specify his duties and powers
with that department. The de-
fense ‘counsel offered Stroh's ap-
pointment document as evidence
but Cross objected. Chairman
Bishop overruled the objection.
Under questioning by Rippy,
Stroh stated that Benner has not
been asked to return to work.
After Stroh testified that on
Dec. 5 or 6 Benner asked him
when he was to return to work
and was told it was up to the
Civil Service Board, Rippy asked
that the charges against his cli-
ent be dismissed “because the
rules and regulations set up by
Director Stroh after his appoint-
ment do not cover any case of
this nature.”

Cross countered by stating that
the ordinance’s general terms
afforded background for any
breaches of discipline and Bishop
denied the dismissal motion.

Calder Stopped Fight

Fireman Silence's testimony
concerned the fight between the
two men but he did not testify
that he knew of any reason for
the fisticuffs. Silence said the
battle “lasted about 10 minutes
and then ceased.” “By mutual
consent?” queried Attorney Cross.
“I suppose so,” Silence answered.
Under Rippy's cross-examination,
the fireman said Benner told
him he had permission from
Stroh to leave the station after
the fight. Silence said he called
Capt. Calder when the fisticuffs
began because ‘it is not my duty
to keep the peace.”

Calder’s testimony was brief.
He did not see the start of the
fight.
